Cpl. Benito Martinez Awarded 


Congressional Medal Of Honor 


Washington —(NC)— In 
Texas high school he had been 
voted “best citizen.” This week 
Cpl. Benito Martinez was awarded 
the 1 Medal of Honor, 
highest military decoration the U. 
S. gives. 


But the medal will be presented 
posthumously. Corporal Martinez’ 
citizenship paid off in Korea where 
he was found dead in the outpost 
he had defended alone for six 
hours, three North Koreans lying 
across his body. 

The 2l-yearold Catholic In. 
fantryman from Fort Hancock, 
Texas, had been an all-round high 
school sportsman—football, basket- 
ball, track—and winner of the 
Babe Ruth Foundation Sportsman- 
ship Award in 1950, the year be- 
fore he graduated. At the school 
and at St. Teresa's Church he 
was known as an outstanding 
young man. 

In Satae-ri, Korea, on September 
6, 1952, Corporal Martinez found 
good use for that sportsmanship, 
citizenship and faith The Army 
called it “incredible valor.”
